SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 
troops firing from ambush along 
the banks of a canal cut into 
two South Vietnamese compa- 
nies in the Mekong Delta, kill- 
ing 28 and wounding 15,, military 
spokesmen reported today. 

Viet Cong casualties were not 
known. 

It was one of the worst set- 
backs suffered recently by the 
South Vietnamese army. 

The ambush 60 miles south- 
west of Saigon-was one of half a 
dozen fights that flared up Sun- 
day to the south and northwest 
of the capital. 

U.S. and South Vietnamese 
were included in fighting that 
ranged from 60 miles southwest) 
of Saigon-to 37-miles-northwest} 
of the capital. Eleven Ameri- 
cans and 31 South Vietnamese 
were reported killed. 

Three of the fights Sunday oc- 
curred 22 to_37 miles northwest 
of Saigon-along attack_routes ton) 
ward the capital. 

“Indications are that the 


sive capabilities have fore- 
stalled or postponed a large at- 
tack on the city,” a U.S. spokes- 
man said. 

“However, there can be iso- 
lated incidents of terror.” 

In Washington, meantime, it 
has been learned that the U.S. 
willgive South Vietnam about 
300_modern helicopters as part 
of a plan to prepare—Saigon’s 
army and air force to stand on 
their own when the American 
military role is reduced and ul- 
timately ended. 

The United States also will 
train more Vietnamese to fly 
and maintain the choppers. 

There now are more than 3,- 
000 American helicopters 
Vietnam, many used to carry 
South’ Vietnamese soldiers into 
battle areas inaccessible by 
ground.

THE HAGUE (CP) — A sen- 
ior Chinese diplomat who fled 
his post here 10 days ago is still 
in Holland but has not asked for 
political asylum, a justice min- 
ister spokesman said today.

Hague, has not requested as- 
lum here indicates he plans to| 
seek refuge in another county 


There were earlier reports 
that the diplomat was believed 
to have already travelled to the 
United States. 


Some officials said Liao had 
been flown. to Bonn last week| 
for interrogation by the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
one report quoted a Dutch offi- 
cial as saying he had been 
flown to the U.S. on Sunday.

to U.S. agents. 

Dutch officials approached 
Romanian diplomats because 
they have good contacts in Pe- 
king. Two weeks ago at a recep- 
tion at the Romanian embassy, 
Liao learned that his family 
was. safe in Hong Kong. 

Dutch. Justice Minister Chf 
Polak is said to have told the 
parliamentary justice and for- 
eign affairs committee that Liao 
“knows an unbelievable lot.”

HIS FIRST PRESS CON- 
ference following inauguration 
President Nixon was very quickly 
faced with questions regarding his 
policy'on Vietnam, and on non-pro- 
liferation and pending missile talks 
with Russia. These matters, of 
course, are crucial, and Mr, Nixon’s 
administration could run into-serious 
difficulties almost immediately if it 
does not come up with workable poli- 
cies in both fields, 


On Vietnam, Mr. Nixon drew at- 
tention to the stand of his represent- 
ative at the Paris talks, and the three 
concrete proposals which have been 
presented to the North Vietnamese. 
They are: restoration of the demili- 
tarized..zone, staged..withdrawal_of 
forces by both sides, and exchange 
of prisoners. These are objective pro- 
posals-which Mr. Nixon sees as es- 
sential to further progress; and they 
would, if implemented, create a truce 
situation which would do much to 
advance subsequent negotiation.

f~ Thus he argues that a nation can- 
not achieve “total security” without 
total conquest, and that the more 
‘practical “relative security” comes 
not from international agreements on 
this specific point or that but from 
agreement on the aims and the per- 
missible limits of foreign policy on a 
wider-scale. This philosophy thus 
reverts to the balance of power situa- 
tion, and recognition that the per- 
manence of any global arrangement 
depends on’ whether or not it is 
worth the effort of a-major power 
to alter it. 

A stable order,-says Dr. Kissin- 
ger, “reflects not the absence of un- 
satisfied claims, but the absence of a 
grievance of such magnitude that re- 
dress will be sought in’ overturning 
the settlement rather than through 
an adjustment within its frame- 
work.”

If so, it is a hopeful development, 
for it is increasingly clear that any 
world settlement must be on a rela- 
tive basis with no one-power getting 
all it would like; and with no indi- 
vidual situation, suchas Vietnam, 
capable of isolation from the whole 
world picture. On such a foundation 
some progress may ‘be possible in 
Paris, in. Warsaw — where the 
United States and Red China wiil 
talk—and elsewhere.

‘a South Vietnamese government con-. 
taining Communist’ members. This 
confrontation in itself indicates a 
lengthy stalemate until events—per- 
haps on the military front—make 
some form of compromise possible.

First Founddbions for Housing 


N the “epilogue’’ of the report of Mr. 
Hellyer’s. task force on housing and 
urban development, readers will encoun- 
ter a warning with a 
familiar ring. 

“To take even the 
most major recom- 
mendation and read 
it, much less imple- 
ment it, in—isolation 
from’ the others is to 
risk an interpretation. 
and a result far 
esrb from that 

intended by the 
_authors.” 

One could compile a ‘Tengthy list_of | 
reports among others those of the late 
Mr. MacPherson and Mr. Carter) which 
carried similar admonitions. What seems 
essential to the writers, however, rarely 
seems practical to governments. The 
present case is distinctive in that Mr. 
Hellyer himself is one of the authors; 
was indeed chairman of the force. Even 
so it is probable that the above words are 
written on the wind of the obvious reason 
that the recommendations are addressed 
to governments at all levels, including 
some regional governments which do not 
yet exist.

Delayed Amortization 


There is another difficulty. The report 
develops an argument, sometimes per- 
suasive, sometimes dubious, for each of 
its many recommendations (47 are listed 
inthe summary). Any one of them may 
be relevant to the immediate difficulty 
being considered by the investigators; 
for example, a lengthening of the 
amortization period of NHA loans would 
doubtless assist some borrowers and 
bring them in to the housing market.: But 
what is gained in one fashion may be 
lost in another and it will be necessary 
for the government to- assure itself that 
the total effect of implementing all the 


recommendations-—(or —all- those —within 
federat juridsiction) will in fact be 
helpful. 


It seems to me that the basic problem 
of recent. years can- be stated rather 
simply although there is certainly no 
easy solution for it. Prices, including the 
price of money, have been soaring 
because . governments, — businesses and 
individuals have been straining the 
resources of the economy. HouSing has 
been in competition with other claims on 
labor, materials, and credit and so on, In 
the result it has been priced beyond the 
reach of the average person. “ 

There has been a similar experience 
in ‘many other countries. In Sweden 
controls, how hopelessly outdated, have 


“kept down the price: of many apartments 


but the result is that people have great 
difficulty in obtaining apartments; every 
city has its endless waiting list. 


expansion has oyer-taxed resources in 


some centres while other areas complala_~ 


of unemployment and under-utilization of 
resources. But this probléiii of immo- 
bility is not peculiar to our cdUntry; it is 
found even in-states like Sweden. where 
transportation costs are far less burden- 


some and where there are no difficulties 


of divided jurisdiction. 


The basic question is: will Mr. 


Hellyer’s program check inflation or will “= 
it, by increasing the pressure on scarce, 
resources, force up costs still moré?-OTr- 


to put it-another way: has the task force 
tackled symptoms and addressed itself 
to the individual sums while neglecting 
the over-all sum or including in 
the addition an excessive component of 
faith? 

It would be rash to atfempt an 
immediate answer because the proposais 
are a mixed bag. One has the impression 
however, that Mr. Hellyer as a practical 
building man has been dominafed by a 
desire to break bottlenecks and to get 
things moving. 

What is the preblem? The maximum 
NHA loan ceiling puts many houses out 
of reach of potential buyers. Fine. Raise 
the ceiling. Down payments are a further 
obstacle. Reduce or ‘eliminate them. 
Monthly payments are too high. Make 
them less burdensome by extending the 
period of arfiortization. 

* The supply of mortgage funds is 


inadequate and it is not certain that 
existing lending agencies will yield to 
exhortation and do better. Very well, set 
up a central mortgage bank and pump 


more money into the system. Few. 


municipalities or regional governments 
are’ in the business of assembling and 
servicing land. Encourage them by 
direct federal loans. 


It is evident that Mr. Hellyer: wants 
action. The effect of many of the action 
courses proposed might well be, at least 
initially, to increase effective demand. 
But such gains will not be lasting if an 
intensified scramble for money, ma- 

-terials_and aber—ferees up—eests still 
further. 


At the same time the task force’ 


proposes to reduce costs by reducing 
taxes. Its major target is the tax on 
building materials. But if Mr. Benson is 
to bring the budget into balance and thus 
stem the inflation induced by deficits and 
borrowing he cannot spare tax revenues, 
He may be able to find a better tax or 
one bearing less directly on the building 
industry but if he is in earnest about 
inflation, tax he certainly will. 


Again, to encourage municipalities to 
promote residential development, Mr. 
Hellyer urges provincial governments to 
assume. a much larger share of 
education costs. Ottawa will undoubtedly 
be told next month that the provinces 
must have greater access to federal 
revenues if they are even to carry their 
present burdens. Unless the scriptvhas 
been radically changed, Mr. Benson will 
tell them that the cupboard is bare. How 
then are they to assume larger costs 
while at the same time heeding the 
finding of the task force that they 
remove part of the sales tax? 


Mr. Hellyer is persuaded that Canada 


would be better served with a separate 


ministry of housing and urban’ affairs. 
Perhaps we would. But the government 


is already too big and far too’ expensive. 


What” existing- department does Mr. 
Hellyer regard as expendable? 

It is common knowledge that the high 
cost of housing is due in part to the 
soaring cost of serviced land. Mr. 
Hellyer would: strike at this in part by 
discouraging speculation {through a 
special levy where ownership of land _ is 
transferred without improvements) and 
in part by treating all profits from the 
sale of land as taxable income. In effect 
this -would amount to a limited capital 
gains tax — the entering wedge since it 
is improbable that the government would 
long discriminate against one form of 
property” 


Useful Proposals 


There is little doubt that the 
government will find numerous propo- 
sals in the report which it can usefully 
implement. Mr. Hellyer, after all, knows 
a great deal about housing and he had 
the advice of some-extremely able men. 
But if, as seems altogether likely, a 
solution of the housing problem depends, 
on a solution of the wider inflationary 
problem, the minister may have been set 
an impossible task. 

To state the matter rather differ- 
ently: If the economy can be brought 
into better balance, housing will to a 
great extent solve itself. If inflationary 
pressures continue to build'up (or if new 
ones are generated by the implementa- 
tion of some of the proposals in the 
report) Mr. Hellyer may find that for 
every bottleneck he breaks two others 
are created. 

At least he does not appear to have 
much to fear from parliamentary critics, 
most of whom seem, from _ their 
preliminary observations, to believe even 
more fervently than the government that 
the housing crisis will yield ‘to housing 
programs developed in isolation from the 
general problem of the inflation of the 
Canadian ecomomy.

Barriers to 
Biafran Aid

T is_now difficult to see the Nigerian 
] situation as_ anything. other than a 
solidifying morass compounded of blood, 
dying refugees and grinding armies, 
Before and -during 
the Commonwealth 
conference here, in- 
tense efforts. were 
made to detect and 
capitalize on any sign 
of movement which 
might make possible 
progress toward full- 
scale relief opera- 
tions; a cease-fire, 
Political negotiations 
or anything ‘in any 
way positive, The Commonwealth 
leaders seemed at the last moment to

days_passed nothing came of their bid to 
foster talks between the secessionist 
Biafrans and representatives of the 
federal Nigerian.government. 


In a statement to Parliament, Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson summarized the 
position in the  afterma’ of the 
conference, ‘One side refuses to contem- 
plate a meeting unless the unity of 
Nigeria is accepted and the other side 
refuses unless the secession of Biafra is 
accepted,"" The stark meaning of these 
words is that neither Side has made the 
slightest movement toward substantive 
talks of any, kind. é 


No Mediation Prospect 


The gravest doubt is.cast upon & 
series of apparent refinements in basic 
positions—refinements which had seemed 
to narrow the gap between the opposing 


_sidesand-which,-therefore, encouraged 


hopes of a breakthrough. Mr. Wilson 
dotted the i’s thus: “I know of. no 
mediation that will be successful at.the 


‘present time." ® 


In the absence of mediation, the 


encircled millions of Biafra will continue” 


with their last-ditch resistance against 
the besieging federal Nigerian armies, 


-The Nigerians-are expected to intensify 


their pressure, but there is no indication 
of a quick military end to the struggle. 
The Biafrans will continue to be ravaged 
by ‘disease and. starvation though the 
scale will depend-on-a whole range of 
factors. At ‘best, relief agencies may 
succeed in steadily enlarging. their 
-impressive but limited airlift of food and 
medicine, so as to offset at least partially 
the imminent rundown of Biafran 
supplies of basic carbohydrate foods. 


The airlift must now be the central 
focus of attention, Though the Biafran 
leader, Col. Ojukwu, has ruled out 
daytime flights into -Biafra’s single 
existing airstrip, he has offered to-build 
‘Another to receive day flights if he is 
supplied with money and materials. The 
idea behind this is”to avoid the risk of 
Nigerian bombers using daylight aid 
flights into the existing base as a screen 
for attack while Biafran anti-aircraft 
guns are out of operation. 


Second Strip Opposed 


The notion of a second airstrip is 
anathema tothe Nigerians because it 
would mean an easing of the night-time 
pressure on the existing strip and would 
encourage an increased arms inflow. But 
the feeling of many here is that Nigeria 
would not go so far as to attempt to 
block daytime flights to a-second airstrip 
if they could be arranged. It seems 
surprising, therefore, ‘that more progress 
has not been made in this direction. 
David MacDonald and Andrew Brewin 
have set the pace, but the International 
Red Cross ‘has been slow to react. A 
recent statement from Red Cross 
headquarters said this was because the 
organization was not directly ap 
proached. 


A complicating factor has been the 
suspension of Red Cross flights to Biafra 
from the island of Fernando Po. This 
followed charges that fuel being flown in 
by the Red Cross was being diverted to 
military use by the Biafrans, When the 
stoppage ~began, if affected about half 
the relief supplies going into Biafra but 
within days the loss had been partly 
made. good by an acceleration of relief 
flights from the Portuguese island of Sao 
Tome, the base used by church relief 
agencies. Alternative flights are also to 
be made from Dahomey. 


Delayed 


The augmented airlift from Sao Tome 
has been made possible by the introduc- 
tion of new aircraft from the United 
States and Canada, but the other side of 
the coin is: that those of the eight newly- 
available American planes which would 
otherwise have bolstered the Fernando 
Po airlift have been delayed in doing so. 
This has brought the government. of 
Equatorial Guinea, in which Fernando 
Po is located, under strong pressure 
from the United States. 

By all accounts, the agencies’ supplies 
and capacity- for delivery are now 
substantial. If the airlift was to reach {ts 
full potential, increasingly scarce carbo- 
hydrate foods could be supplied in much 
greater volume. According to Oxfam’ 
officials here, beans and other carbo- 


hydrate foods are readily available. ~* 


Their movement into Biafra .would be 
rapid but for such limitations as the 


_ Fernando Po blockave and the night-time 
overloading of the Biafran airstrip, said 


to be the busiest in Africa. 

Yet itis by no means clear that the 
agencies would be in a position to mount 
an airlift sufficient “to meet fully 
carbohydrate demands over the coming 
months. It is considered doubtful by 
Oxfam officials here: The opening of a 
land or water corridor is seen to be 
vital. Upon ‘the difference between 
having it and not having it-may depend 
uncountable lives. 
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Not Enough Bread for 


The fects of today’s 
population crisis are 
appallingly simple. Man- 
kind at first gradually, 
but with extreme rapid- 
ity, has intervened arti- 
ficially to lower the death 
rate-in the human popu- 
lation. 


Simultaneously we have not 
intervened to lower the birth 
rate.

The growth of the popula- 
tion-is now so rapid that the 
multitude of humans is doubl- 
ing every. 35- years. 

Indeed in many undeveloped 
countries the doubling time is 
between 20-ané-26-years. 

Think of-what-it means for 
the population of a-country 
like Colombia to double in the 
next 22 years. 


Need Facilities 


Throughout its history the 
people of Colombia have man- 
aged to create a set of 
facilities for the maintenance 
of human beings: buildings, 
roads, farms, water—systems, 


sewage systems, hospitals, 
schools, churches and- so 
forth. 

Remember that just to 


remain_even,—Colombia—would 
have-to duplicate all of those 
facilities inthe next 22 years.

Yes, it will be impossible 
for Colombia to.maintain its 
present level of misery for the 
next 22 years—and misery it 
is, 

Death control did not reach

pect to have two or. three 
children survive to reproduc- 
tion age if she went through 
10 pregnancies.

HOW TO STOP 
AIR HIJACKS 


New Republic 


Probably the best way to 
lessen the incidence of airliner 
hijackings — ten in the past 
three months \— is to resume 
flights to Cuba. 


The hemisphere's sole com-~ 


mercial air link is Castro's 
own Cubana airline, operating 
between Havana and ‘Mexico 
City. 

Washington pressured other 
Latin American countries to 
end_air traffic with Cuba. but 
with normal access, the incen- 
tive to steal a plane would be 
diminished. 
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A chartered Pan American 
“Freedom Airlift” plane flies 
twice daily between Miami 
and Havana, It goes to Cuba 
empty and returns with refu- 
gees. 

Last July, Washington sug- 
gested that the plane might 
also fly homesick Cubans 
back to Havana. Havana has 
failed to comment. 

Of the 76 hijackers and 


accomplices’ who’ve had a 
free ride to Cuba, 16 were 
Cubans, 29 were Americans. 
Why not a fresh start, under 
President Nixon? Castro 
would ‘benefit from _ better 
relations with this ‘country, 
and so would the U.S. Air- 
carrier hijackings have grown 
from three in 1961 to-13-last 
year and 12 so far in 1969, 
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Each costs on an average 
$18,000 (toss of revenue, 
largely) and imperils lives. 

If diplomatic relations with 
Cuba were restored, Castro 
and the U.S. might choose to 
endorse and observe the 
treaty the United Nations 
devised in 1963, making hi- 
jacking an_ international 
crime.

Capacity Limited 


But it seems highly. unlikely 
that, 22 years from now, in 
199, Colombia will have 
doubled its present population 
of-20-miltion-to—-40-miltion, 

The reason is quite simple. 
The earth is a spaceship of 
limited. carrying capacity. 

The 3% billion people who 
now live on our globe can do 
so only at-the expense of the 
consumption of non-renewable 
resources, especially coal and 
petroleum. 

Today’s technology could 
not maintain 344-billion people 
without-—“‘living-on—capital”’ as 
we are now doing. 

Indeed it is doubtful if any 
technology could permanently 
maintain that number. And 
note that, even ‘living on 
capital, we are doing none too 
well. 

Somewhere between one and 
two billion- people are today 
undernourished (have too few 
calories) or malnourished 
(suffer from various deficien- 
cies, especially protein defi- 
ciencies). 

Somewhere between 4 and 
10 million of our feow human 
beings will~-starve to death 
this year. 

Consider that the average 
person among some two bil- 
lion Asians has an’ annual 
income of $128, a life expect- 
ancy at birth of only 50 years, 
and is illiterate. 


Die at 43 


A third of a billion Africans 
have an average life expec- 
tancy of only 43 years, and an 
average annual income of 
$123. Of Africans over 15 
years of age, 82% are illiter- 
ate. 

Look at the situation in 
India, where Professor Georg 
Borgstrom estimates that only 
about one person in 50 has an 
adequate diet. 

For the “vast majority the 
calorie supply' ‘‘is not suffi- 
cient for sustaining a normal 
work day. Physical exhaustion 
and apathy (is) the rule.” 

No, we're not doing a very 
good job of taking care of the

Think of it — an equivalent 
of the 1968 population ofthe 
United Stated added to the 
world every three years! 

We have an inadequate loaf 
of bread to divide ‘among 
today’s . multitudes, “‘and we 
are quickly adding more 
billions to the bread line. 


Basic Choice 


« The facts are indeed simple. 
We are faced by a most 
elementary choice. Either we 
find a way to bring the birth 
rate down, or the death rate 
Will soon go back up. 

Make no mistake about it — 
mankind has not freed itself 
of the tyranfy of arithmetic! 
Ayone, including. Pope Paul 
VI, who stands in the way of 
measures to bring down the 
birth rate, is automatically 
working for a rise in the 
death rate. 

The death rate could rise in 
several ways. .Perhaps the 
most likely is through famine. 

The world has very nearly 
reached its maximum food 
production capacity — even 
with the «expenditure of our 
non-renewable resources. 

Agricultural experts such as 
Professor Borgstrom:and the 
Paddock brothers present a 
dismal picture indeed. The 
Paddocks’ best estimate of 
the onset of the ‘Time of 
Famines,” the time when 
many tens of. millions will 
starve to death annually, is 
1975. 


Getting Rid of Marijuana 
About as Easy as Alcohol 


The feds-are accusing CBS’ 
Chicago TV station of pre- 
arranging a pot party for a 
documentary. If the accusa- 
tion is true—the network 
denies it—CBS had better get 
itself some new reporters. No 
journalist should have to set 
up’ a pot party as though it 
were some rare evert.. The 
stuff is everywhere, 


Its ‘use among people in alt 
branches of: thé mass media 
has shot up in the last few 
years. In all likelihood, CBS 
could have. made its docu- 
mentary by filming some of 
its own ‘staff turning on. It 
chose instead to film kids at 
Northwestern University, 
thereby perpetuating the idea 
that marijuana use is limited 
to college youths. 

It is not.. By every indica- 
tion available in this murky 
area of our national life, pot 
smoking is now indulged in by 
a growing number of middle- 
class’ professionals, particu- 
larly in the 30 to 40 -age 
group. .

It’s smoked —in 
many different parts of the 
world ‘by all kinds of people, 
so that fhe track record 
suggests it's going to be about 
as easy to get rid of as 
alcohol,

For that reason, the govern- 
ment has just contracted with 
the University of Mississippi 
to grow five or 10 acres of pot 
for experimental purposes, 
but as of now the evidence 
that cigarettes are: worse for 
you is more persuasive. 

To some extent the question 
of marijuana’s harmfulness is 
beside the point. In the end it 
will probably be shown that it 
IS bad. We're finding out that 
everything but “pure food 
which we stick inside our- 
selves is harmful junk. 

Nevertheless there js nwo 
consistent public policy about 
prohibiting the use of things 
that are bad for us, or aleohol 
and tobacco would have been 
the “fizgst to. go, with the 
automobile next. The decision 
to put liquor salesmen in the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
pot salesmen in jail is irra- 
tionally arbitrary 

The current issue of the 
Georgia Law Review feels 
there is a constitutional “right 
to get “high'’.” It says, ‘‘Inso- 


far as the right to use a 
euphoriant creates no hazard 
to persons not willing partici- 
pants to its ingestion, it would 
seem to be part. of the 
absolute ... right to indivi- 
dual freedom. in the pursuit of 
happiness:”’ 


This opinion is part of a 
large and’ developing légal 
attack alg ainst marijuana 
laws, - particularly as they 
apply to possession as opposed 
now before some judge or 
other declares the pot laws at 
least partially unconstitu- 
tional. | 

The race question should 
have ¢aught us that court 
decisions can’t replace af- 
firmative legislative action. If 
the courts| move to strike 
down the laws for possession 
while continuing to hold that 
selling is a felony,-the results 
will be worse chaos than. we 
have now. 

And the situation now is 
wild enough, 


The National Student Asso- 
ciation reports. that in 1967 in 
California alone there were 
61,792 drug arrests, mostly for 
marijuana. The final 1968 
figures ‘are expected to. go 
over the 100,000 mark, 

Again and again we hear of 
the children of famous people 
being _ arrested! “ The — most 
recent. are three children of 
James McGregor Burns, the 
Williams College ‘professor of 
political science who was so 
prominent in Washington dur- 
ing the Kennedy era: 

Police all over the country 
are raiding colleges and uni- 
versities the way they used to 
hit speakeasies during the 
noble experiment and with 
about the same efficacy. 


No one can guess the strain 
on police departments of 
attempting to enforce a law 
that millions are bound. and 
determined to violate. As pot 
smoking increases among 
older professionals, so does 
the possibility of blackmail. 
We've seen this with sex laws 
that no longer -reflect actual 
practice. 


Blackmail for money is bad 
enough, but in Washington 
there is also the possibility of 
blackmailing government 
people for classified informa- 
tion. { 


The net result-is-to put 
thousands of people outside 
the law and increase their 
hatred for the police. Many 
young people have taken their 
inability to get a hearing on 
the pot question as a sign of 
their essential powerlessness 
and this, in turn, has some- 
times led: them to. criticize 
society with cynicism, anger 
and occasionally with down- 
right paranoia. 


Some believe pot is kept 
illegal because of the beer and 
liquor interests; others are 


convinced that it i$ all part of - 


a plot_by the tobacco com- 
panies while they get ready to 
monopolize the pot- market.

/I_ must, however, agree with 
the Paddocks that massive 
famines are now inevitable. 

Plague presents “ant 
possibility for a—‘‘death rate 
solution’’ to the population 
problem. 

It is known that viruses 
may increase their virulence 
when they infect a large 
population. 

With viruses circulating in a 
weakened population of un- 
precedented size, and with 
modern transport capable of 
spreading infection to the far 
corners of the globe almost 
instantly, we could easily face 
an unparalleled epidemic. 

Indeed, if a man-made 
germ should escape from one 
of our biological warfare labs 
we might see the extinction of 
Homo Sapiens. 

It is now theoretically pos- 
sible to develop organisms 
against which man would 


have no resistance — indeed 
one Nobel laureate was so 
appalled at the possibility of 
an accidental escape that he 


‘ quit research in this field. 


Finally, of course, thermo- 
nuclear war could provide us 
with an instant death rate 
solution. 

Nearly a billion people in 
China are pushing out of their 
diologically ruined country 
towards Siberia, India and the 
Mekong Rice Bowl. 

The suffering millions’ of 
Latin America are moving 
towards revolution and —Com- 
munist governments. 

An Arab population” boom, 
especially among Palestinian 
refugees, adds to tensions. 

The competition to loot the 
sea .of its fishes creates 
international incidents. 

As.more and_more- people 
have less and less; as the rich 
get richer and the poor 
poorer, the probability of war 
increases. :

Unfortunately we will not 
need to_kill outright all human 
beings to drive mankind to

Small groups of genetically 
and culturally impoverished 
survivors may well succumb 
to the inevitably harsh en- 
vironment of a war-ravaged 
planet, 

War’ not only could end this 
it has 
the potential for removing the 
possibility of any future popu- 
lation growth. 

Faced . with this “dismal 
prospect, why. haven't 
people—especially in-an edu- 
cated country like the United 
States—taken_ rational action 
to bring the birtlf*f4te down? 

Why haven’t we led the way 
toward a world with an 
optimum population living in 
balance with its resources? 

Why indeed have 
Americans -remained unaware 
of the gravity of the entire 
problem? 

The answers to these ques- 
tions are many and complex. 
One major reason why we 
have not managed to defuse 
the population bomb isthe 
perpetuation of a series of 
fictions which tend to discount 
the problem or present 
fantasy solutions to it. 

These fictions are eagerly 
believed by many people who 
show an all-too-human wish to 
avoid facing unpleasant reali- 
ties. Let's look at some of the 
fictions, and some of the 
unpleasant realities. 


Fact, Fiction 


FICTION: The population 
explosion is over, at least in 
the United States, because the 
birth rate is .at-an all-time 
low: 

FACT: Although the birth 
rate of the United States has 
hit record lows (around 16 per 
thousand. per year) for brief 
periods last year it did not 
approach the death rate, which 
is down around nine per thou- 
sand per year, 

Even at the-record low rate 
(if it were to continue) the 
population of the United 
States would double in about a 
hundred years. 

But the low birth rate will 
not persist, since the large 
group-of women born in the 
post-World War II baby boom 
move into their peak repro- 
ductive period in thé next few

Viewing a temporary de- 
cline of the birth rate as a 
sign of the end of the 
population explosion is like 
considering a warm Decem- 
ber 26 as the sign of spring. 

The ballyhooing of the 
temporary decline of birth 
rate (with, if you recall, no 
mention of death rate) has 
done great harm to the cause 
of humanity. It had- no 
discernible effect even though 
it has had government sup 
port for some: 17 years. 


Ring Plan Fails 


The IUD (intrauterin device) 
was promoted by the profes- 
sional optimists as the pan- 
acea for India, but the most 
recent news from that country 
indicates a recognition of the 


“failure of the IUD campaign 


and a return to the promotion 
of condoms. 


Most depressing of all #s the 
point that family planning 
promotes the” notion that 
people should have only the 
number of children they want 
and can support. 


It does not promote family 
sizes which will bring about 
population control. As Pro 
fessor Kingsley Davis has 
often pointed out, people want 
too many children. 


These fictions are spread by 
a wide variety of people and 
organizations, and for a wide 
variety of reasons. 

Some have ‘long-term emo- 
tional commitments to - out- 
moded ideas such as popula- 
tion contro] through family 
planning. Others wish to dis- 
guise’ the ‘ failure of the 
government agencies they 
run, 2 

Still others have simple 
economic interests in the sale 
of food or agricultural chemi- 
cals’ and equipment. - Almost 
all also have genuine humani- 
tarian motives. 


More _ sophisticated -are 
those who hold out great 
hopes for agricultural changes 
(now often referred to as a 
‘green revolution”) which will 
at-least temporarily solve the 
problem. Such people are 
especially common in our 
government. 


This sophisticated group 
tends to be ignorant of 
elementary. biology. 

Olir desperate attempts to 
increase food yields are pro- 
moting soil deterioration and 
contributing to the poisoning 
of the ecological systems on 
which our very survival de- 
pends.

Surprise Visit 
To Indian Village

YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — “My God, how can 
they stand it?” 
¢ This was the reaction of one 
MP as the parliamentary 
committee on Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development 
visited a small Indian village 
about 15 miles from here last 
week. 

He--was-- speaking about 
young Indian children who, 
while warmly clad with 
parkas and footwear, were 
gaily running and playing with 
pups in 35-below-zero. temper- 
atures. 

The children, 
and eight years, had their 
faces exposed. to the chill 
wind blowing across the icy 
expanse of Great Slave Lake. 

Members of the committee 
travelled by chartered bus 
from town site ‘across the ice 
of the lake. 

Many were handed scrapers 
to try, mainly unsuccessfully, 
to keep the windows of the 
vehicle clear while it travelled 
through this Northwest: Terri- 

«tories capital before . heading 
for the Indian village. 


STILL CAVORTING 

The youngsters were play- 
ing as the bus pulled into the 
small community of about 100 
persons and were still cavort- 
ing after many of the com- 
mittee members had spent 16- 
20-minutes visiting the Indian 
people in their homes, 

“T sure couldn't stand it 
that long—perhaps that-is why 
Indian youngsters have such 
chubby faces,’” said the MP— 
obviously accustomed to the 
qnore temperate climates of

While there were only a few 
newer-type houses on the 
willage site, they contrasted 
sharply with the older log 
cabins with joints filled with 
mud. 

Committee: members were 
warmly welcomed into the 
homes_on their unannounced 
arrival and the Indians, mem- 
bers of the Dogrib tribe, 
appeared unruffled by the 
sudden influx. 

Most of the children” from 
the village are attending 
School at Fort Simpson, west 
of here. 

During a discussion between 
one family and members of 
the committee, an elderly 
Indian man quietly let him- 
self in after sawing logs for 
firewood outside the ~back 
door, got a cup and made 
himsélf some instant coffee.

Helping the. youngsters are senior figure skating coaches, 


Executive Secretaries Organize 
An Efficient Training Program

OTTAWA (CP) — A group 
of women from the capital 
area, far from basking in 
their_jobs_as_executive_secre- 
taries, decided last fall that 
other members of their occu- 
pation might like some expert 
hints-on how to reach the top. 

They put their heads to- 
gether and came up with the 
idea for an institute for 
secretarial development. 
...The institute was held last 
fall with the co-operation of 
the local high school board's 
adult education division.

The build-up of 
pressure gradually kills the 
tiny nerves at the back of the 
eye ‘and reduces sight. 

If diagnosed early, doctors 
usually prescribe drops which 
prevent the channels. from 
closing further .and permit 
ordinary vision.

Could_a Scallywag Like Butts 


Survive in Land of Confucius? - a 


By GEORGE COCHRANE 

Somewhere in the, annals of 
the land of Confucius must be 
recorded: the final antics of 
John Butts. 

The exploits of Butts— 
Victoria town crier of the late 
1880s, regular rogue and man- 
about-town—were recounted in 
the Times during last year’s 
centennial celebrations. 

City archivist Ainslie Helm- 
cken asked the paper to trace 
Butts’ moves after 1862 when 
he was  u nceeremoniousty 
bounced as town crier for 
ending proclamations with 
“God Save John Butts"’ rather 
than ‘'God Save.the Queen.” 

The story can now be told 
that Butts (he preferred Butt) 


Fhe-story unfolds in a book 
by newspaperman D. W. 
Higgins found in the Victoria 
Public Lébrary. It was written 
in 1905, 

Higgins knew the irrepres- 
sitie Butts and delighted in 


‘The affair was organized ‘by 
the ladies of a religious group, 
most of them temperance 
workers. 

Butts, tired to work in the 
kitchen, emptied two bottls of 
brandy into the teapots. 

The effects were scandalous 
and the chronicler declined to 
detail them. 

Next morning the affair was 
the talk of the town and

A certain Major 
DeCourcey Was most in 
censed.

Sarcasm dripped from the 
page when a charge of 
slander against him was dis- 
missed; ‘... he left the 
courtroom with smiles of joy 
Whuming his jocund face, and 
the teardrops glistening like a 
puddle of dirty water in a 
Yates Sty gutter when visited 
by a gle of sunshine.’ 

A finak note on Sept. 21, 
1866, solved the mystery of 
Butts’ disappearance : 

“He and two other bum- 
mers signed articles and 
sailed on the ship Rodorna for 


China. 

“Adieu! Poor houseless, 
homeless vagrant! Your 
offences against society have 
been many and. your punish- 
ments often severe. 

“But God created you for a 
purpose and you yet may 
become a shining light in the 
national councils of the land 
of Confucius.” 

Whether the Chinese proved 
warm to the Klea, we will 
never know.

LONDON (AP) — Boris Kar- 
loff, the man who created the 
Frankenstein monster and 4| 
Whole range of horror films, 
died at a hospital near London| 
Sunday, it was announced 
today, He wae 81. 

Karloff, whose real name was 
William Henry Pratt, became} 
synonymous with horror enter- 
tainment although he was a 
gentle, courteous Englishmen in 
private life. 

He .became a movie monster 
only by chance. : 

That chance changed the 
course of his life and turned 
him into a household name 
around the world. 

He was in Hollywood in 1931 
playing-a—small part in a movie 
as a journalist when a producer 
asked him if he would. like to 
play a monster. 

Karloff recalled: 

“A monster indeed: But I 
didn’t look a gift horse in the 
mouth and I've been eternally 
glad.” 

He was born in London in 1887 


and began his stage carect in 
the United States in 1910: His 
film career started in 1920. © 

Karloff attended the Univer- 
sity of London’s King’s College 
before leaving for Canada in 
1909. He worked as a fartithand 
in eastern Ontario, as a logger 
in Vancouver and worked 
briefly for a repertory company 
in Prince Albert, Sask,

“The monster was the best 
friend I ever had," he once told 
an interviewer. ‘‘Certainly. I 
was typed, But what is typing? 
It is a‘“trade mark, a means 
which the public recognizes you. 
Actors work all their lives to 
achieve that ... I got mine 
with just one picture, It was alz 
blessing.” 

Karloff made his Broadway 
debut in 1941 in Arsenic and Old 
Lace, in which he appeared 1,- 
400 times before returning t 
Hollywood, 

His other starring Broadway 
roles included The Linden Tree, 
The Shop at Sly Corner, and 
Peter Pan. 

With the advent of televisio 
he made a_ series, Colone 
March of Scotland -Yard,in_the 
early 1950's.

George Brown lived until 1880 
and must have been some- 
what embarrassed. 

The rebuilding of Parlia- 
ment became a necessity on 
Feb. 3, 1916, when the original 
building was. destroyed by 
fire, probably started by a 
German saboteur who entered 
Canada_ftom the U.S., which 
was not then in the war. 

The blazé started in the 
newspaper reading room dur- 
ing the evening when both the 
House of Commons and the 
Senate were in session. 

The fire spread through the 
dry wooden corridors so 
quickly that members: had 
only a few minutes tq escape.

Parliament had to be held in 
the Ottawa Museum for four 
years until a new building was 
sfinished, with enough room 
for all the members including 
those from ,Newfoundland 
after 1949.

A growing number. of Victoria doctors are pro- 
testing the worsening hospital bed shortage here.

acceptance of recent indications that hospital wait-. 
ing lists here are “the worst, in Canada”. 

They. believe “the Regional Hospital. District 
planners are on the wrong track—that initia] build- 
ing programs won’t do much. to. solve bed shortages 
at Royal Jubilee and St. Joseph’s Hospitals. 


And although they won't be 


quoted individually, they are -~

Nub of their protest is that 
publicized plans. to build 600 
beds for “extended care” 
patients —. previously defined 
as bed-bound, chronically ill 
persons who can do nothing 
for, themselves — will not 
ease crowding in acute care 
hospitals. 

They say there are so many 
patients now in private nurs- 
ing homes, paying up to $350 
a month, who would qualify 
for the extended care beds in 
Sl-pemday. public hospitals, 
they would swamp the new 
facilities. And~the - crisis. at 
Royal Jubilee and St, Joseph's 
might continue for another 
seven.or eight years. 

Several of the doctors inter- 
viewed have registered strong 
support for recent charges by 
Dr. G, Scott Wallace that the 
Regional. Hospital District is 
dragging .its feet.
